The dimensions of the Sagamore are. 
Length, ninety-three feel, six inches over 
all; breadth, twenty-two feet, six inches; 
mean draft, six feet. The furnishings are 
to be very rich. The main cabin will be 
a model of comfort for the patrons of the 
boats. The vessel is to have a speed ol 
•bout fifteen knots and will be ready for 
sea in June and sbe will hail from Ports- 
month.

years later, was the ambush of the Amer- 
ican troops on tbe Rio Grande river by 
the Max cius on April 24, IS 1C. Pa? mg 
to our Civil war, fort Sumter was fired 
on in April, 18G1, atid surrendered April 
13 
The war was brought to a close by 


the surrender of the Confederate armies 
in April, 1805. 
It would indeed be a 


curious coincidence if war should be 
Glared with bpam in April, 1898.",
